A dvice of Rink 
City of Palm Springs plans 
building an animal shelter this 
fall, according to City Manager 
Russell Rink. 
No facilities are available at 
the present time for taking care 
of deserted or lost pets, and it is 
recognized that a city the size of 
Palm Springs needs a shelter, 
Rink explained. 
At the present time, local tesi- 
dents who no longer want their 
pets or who cannot take care of 
them, are asked to take them to 
the city pound where they will 
be destroyed free of charge, or 
new owners found. The city 
pound is at Dr. O. B. McRory’s 
Small Animal hospital, 395 Sun­ 
ny Dunes road. 
RINK ASKED owners of pets 
not to abandon them to roam the 
streets in search of food. 
The 
announcement of the 
plans for an animal shelter was 
made in answer to a letter from 
Evelyn C. Knudsen, Desert Hot 
Springs, who told of that town 
having an Animal Shelter which 
is being flooded with animals 
from Palm Springs. 
Four or five active members 
of the group have undertaken 
to care for these animals in 
their own back yards and homes 
until homes can be found for 
the animals, but this is very 
difficult to do as the town is 
small, Miss Knudsen said. 
INSTEAD OF OBTAINING the 
help oí other individuals, she 
continued, “we have had the 
unfortunate experience of hav­ 
ing people dump their animals 
in our laps when they were 
ready to leave on vacations, or 
had a litter of kittens or pups 
of which they wished to dis­ 
pose.” 
“This is not the purpose of 
the Animal Shelter in its present 
circumstances, for we do not 
actually have an animal shel­ 
ter,” it was explained. 
"We have no facilities to take 
care of all these animals from 
homes 
here 
or from Palm 
Springs, We can only take care 
of the few lost and strays that 
would suffer horribly if some 
kind person did not give them 
food and water. We ask the 
people of this community and 
Palm Springs to please refrain 
from dumping the arrimáis on 
our door steps.” 
TELLING HOW 11 cats were 
recently brought there within 
a few days, Miss Knudsen ap ­ 
pealed to the "animal lovers in 
Palm Springs to do for their 
community what we are attem pt­ 
ing to do in a small way for 
Desert Hot Springs." 
"We are glad to cooperate with 
you on this,” she said. “But we 
cannot handle the full burden 
of it. Our community is not rich. 
It is not large. A very few of 
us are taking it upon ourselves 
to do what we can. That is all 
we can do at present."

PUBLISHERS 
by OLIVER 9. JAYNES 
AMERICAN TOURISTS IN CANADA this summer were 
somewhat surprised—and rather chagrined—to find that 
their dollar was worth only about 96 cents in Canadian 
funds. Many of them remembered when the United 
States dollar fetched SI.10—or even SI.20 in Canada. It 
didn’t make many shopkeepers or resort hotel owners up 
there very happy because they were afraid their Amer­ 
ican visitors might resent paying 4 or 5 percent extra. 
Harrison Hot Springs, a delightful hotel and spa on the 
shore of Harrison Lake east of Vancouver, accepts United 
States currency at par; so does the J. and W. Wilson ap­ 
parel store of Victoria and Vancouver. They have to ab­ 
sorb the difference. The large hotels of Vancouver and 
Victoria do not, however. 
A pleasant surprise was to find that our dollars were 
good at par in purchasing airplane tickets and—more 
important—that we saved the U. S. tax. 
Just why the United States dollar is down and the Ca­ 
nadian dollar up is that Canada has, for the past six 
years, balanced its budget and actually shown a surplus 
while our country has been plunging deeper into debt. 
Canada is right now enjoying an investment b oom - 
much of it American capital. America’s vast possession 
of gold does not serve to maintain the value of the dollar; 
that is dependent entirely upon confidence in the American 
government. In Switzerland, by the way, the U. S. dollar 
is worth about the same as in Canada. 
Newspapers in this country are paying heavily for this 
devaluation of the American dollar in Canada because 
most of our newsprint comes from our neighbor to the 
north. With the rise in the value of the Canadian dollar, 
newsprint has gone from $106 to $126 a ton. Some of the 
publishers have protested to the American government 
for relief or counter measures. A different position is 
taken, however, by Jake Funk, Santa Monica publisher 
and chairman of the newsprint committee of state pub- 
Ushers. He says that his Santa Monica Outlook does not 
believe “that this is a matter where government inter­ 
ference or threats are warranted. Instead of criticising 
the action of the Canadian government for authorizing 
the price increase," he says, "our friends in Washington 
might profitably inquire into the reason for the Canadian 
dollar increasing in value above ours, and apply the les­ 
son to our own finances.” 
, 
The vast numbers of Americans who visited Canada 
this summer who take great pride in the wealth and lead­ 
ership of this nation will be doing some thinking about 
what has happened to the purchasing power of their dol­ 
lars—and why. Maybe it’s a good thing.

open doors, breakage of w ater 
pipes, an d any other type of v a n ­ 
dalism . 
If vacationers forget to 
concel th eir paper, etc.. police 
w ill also remove the articles so 
as to not m ake the vacancy too 
obvious. 
A thorough check is m ade, as 
is show n by the follow ing item s 
noted on the vacant house re­ 
ports by investigating officers: 


"EVIDENCE OF barefoot prints 
all around the house, but doors 
an d w indow s w ell secured: rear 
door w indow open four inches: 
screen off rear window; cooler 
had w ater leak, 
fixed 
sam e; 
glass broken rear window, no 
en try 
signs; 
back door open, 
checked house and locked up; 
car parked in front, license < list­ 
ed). house locked.” 
Any m inor occurrence is taken 
care of by the police, w ith the 
property owner being notified if 
any m ajor disturbance is d is­ 
covered. 


"WE HAVE a selfish m otive 
in this check too,” Chief Kett-. 
m ann said. "W e w ant to locate 
a break-in as soon as possible, 
so th at th e correct offender m ay 
be apprehended. 
If a house is 
broken into, som eone else m ay 
en ter an d be caught and charged 
w ith the illegal entry, although 
not necessarily the guilty party.” 
To avail them selves of this 
service, 
V illagers m ay contact 
th e police by phone or in person 
to give them the required in ­ 
form ation.
